7) ‘that kings have 
not their authority or office immediate- 
ly from God nor his law, but only frozh 
the law of nations;’ and in King 
James’ ‘Defence of the Rights of 
Kings against Cardinal Perron,’ we 
find his Majesty expressing strong in- 
jignation against the Cardinal for 
having asserted ‘that to the deposing 
of a king the consent of the people 
must be obtained.’ 

“It is rather remarkable, too, that 
England should be indebted to another 
Jesuit for the earliest defense of that 
principle upon which the Revolution 
was founded, namely, the right of the 
people to change the Succession.

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A WoRD 10 THE WISE ——

There is a thrilling scene in an old English drama. 
represents a lady of nobility delivered into the hands of her 
executioners who have been sent to slay her in her prison cell. 
Forgetting all her worldly rank and pride, she bids them 
pause, and casting herself upon her knees exclaims: 


“Yet stay, Heaven’s gates are not so highly arched 
As princes’ palaces; they that enter there 
Must go upon their knees.” . 


Heaven's gates, indeed, are not so highly archéd. They 
are designed for the humble of heart and the poor in spirit. 
They that enter the palaces of princes or dwell in the man- 
sions of the rich can gain admission here upon one condition 
only. They likewise must become “‘as little children” before 
God. 

“Why is it,” some one asked the writer, “that so many 
learned men, so many scientists and great professors in the 
world’s most famous universities do not believe in Chris- 
tianity wor practice its precepts?” And I asked him in re- 
turn: “Are they ‘as little children’?” This is-the supreme 
test before God. 

“I confess to thee, O Father, Lord of héaven and earth, 
because thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, 
and hast revealed them to the little ones. Yea, Father, so 
hath it seemed good in thy sight.” 

It is a base and most unworthy estimate of the Divine 
gift of Faith to imagine that it depends-upon the amount of a 
man’s learning or scientific research, however much these 
may be of assistance, since all true learning can only confirm 
the Word of God. Yet Christ did not say: . “Learn of me be- 
cause I have traced the courses of the planets, and exhausted 
the treasures of human wisdom, and penetrated all the in- 
most secrets of science.” But He did say: ‘Learn of me, 
because I am meek and humble of heart.” 

He did not say that the Blessed in His Kingdom would 
be rated according to university degrees. But what He did 
most assuredly say was that they would be rated according 
to the degree of their humility before Him, seeking to do most 
perfectly in all things His Holy Will: “Whosoever therefore 
shall humble himself as this little child, he is greater in the 
kingdom of heaven,” 

We do not judge the hearts of these men who fail to be- 
lieve in Christ or to observe His commandments, or to 
acknowledge His Church. We do not know what prejuffices 
or perverted notions they received at their mother’s knee and 


continued to receive through irreligious books and teachers. ~ 


We do not know what opportunities of learning the truth were 
given them or why their eyes have not seen in all its spléndor 
the City of God upon the mountain.

UNITING THE CATHOLIC NURSES. 


A great step forward was taken for the uniting of Catholic nurses 
for their spiritual and social profit during the national convention of 
Nurses at Philadelphia. The success of the movement for Nurses’ So- 


dalities in training schools for Nurses which are to keep their members 
in touch with one another and with the Sodality even after they become 


graduate nurses and go out to their work, has inspired many graduate 
Catholic nurses with the wish to affiliate with these centers of Catholic 
influence and professional inspiration. Thia suggests the formation of 


city-wide Sedalities which may be called Guilds for graduate nurses with 
one or several centers in each large city, or the affiliating of the graduate 
nurses with the Sodalities in training schools, and the uniting of all these 
Nurses’ Sodality Guilds into a national body, under the patronage of the 


Blessed Virgin, to promote the professional welfare and the spiritual 


progress of the Catholic graduate nurses. Membership in the Sodality 
should be required for active membership in these Guilds, but their lecture 
courses, their libraries, the registration bureaus they conduct, and even 


their meetings may be thrown open to associate members.

While these Guilds, like any other Catholic association, are to be 
subject to ecclesiastical authority and to be obedient at all times to the 
heads of the Church, it is desirable that their social activities should be 
so far as possible managed and promoted by the nurses themselves. 
Being professional associations the members are to be allowed a large 
measure of freedom in the details of the work, since they best know what
